Pure Blood Jersey Stock Association. 
Correspondents who have made inquiries 
about this organization, are informed that 
it was started some years ago as the 
Winthrop Association of Jersey Breeders.

Measuring Hay in the Mow. 
‘How many feet are there in a ton of hay 
in a mow, and how much difference would 
there be where the hay had been in the mow 
one year or two?” SUBSCRIBER. 
There are 270 cubic feet in a ton of hay 
put into the mow fresh from the field, and 
216 ina ton well settled down. ‘The differ- 
ence ina mow that had been standing two 
years, over one that had been standing one 
year would not be great—as the hay would 
settle very little the second year. A correct, 
practical rule by which to ascertain the 
number of tons of hay in a mow is to multi- 
ply the length in yards by the height in 
yards, and that by the width in yards, and 
then divide this product by 15, when the 
quotient will be the number of tons. 


About Strawberries. 

**Please tell me through the FARMER the 
best kind of soil for strawberries, whether 
wet or dry, and give me a few hints on their 
treatment generally ?” T. A. Frron.

Strawberries like a deep, rich, sandy loam ; 
light and lively, well drained and as nearly 
level as may be. The plants are set both 
spring and fall, but the former seems to be 
the most natural and preferable of the two 
—which will of course hit our querist just 
right. Water with liquid manure, keep down 
the weeds, keep off all new runners, and 
strawberries will do well almost anywhere, 
and give an almost certain crop. They are 
a universally favorite fruit, may be grown 
as easily as cabbages, and should become

Recent Agricultural Literature. 


The Dairy Cow. 

Under this title the proprietors of the 
Waushakum Stock Farm, South Framing- 
ham, Mass., Dr. E. Lewis & Joseph N. Stur- 
tevant have published an elaborate mono- 
graph on the Ayrshire breed of cattle. Both 
gentlemen are careful writers and patient 
investigators, and their names are familiar 
to the readers of our leading agricultural 
journals, to which they have, during the 
past few years, made some of the most orig- 
inal and valuable contributions. Although 
the volume has been written for the purpose 
of exhibiting the merits of this breed of 
cattle—of which the authors have for many 
years been leading importers and breeders 
—which is a perfectly legitimate object; it 
is candidly and very fairly written, and 
thoroughly impartial and unprejudiced, so 
far as we are able to judge. The contents 
of the work are arranged in three sections, 
as follows: I. General and Descriptive; 
II. History; Il. Local. The former con- 
sists of chapters on the Ayrshire as a milk- 
ing, butter making and cheese producing 
animal; with others on their adaptibility, on 
the ideal Ayrshire cow and bull, and on the 
opinions of the worth of this breed from 
high and eminent authorities. Inthe second 
division, the chapters treat of Scotland and 
its history, the origin of the White Forest 
breed, an account of the county of Ayrshire, 
with a documentary and general history of 
the Ayrshire breed, and a history of their 
recent progress in their native home. The 
third deals with pedigree and an examination 
of the herd books; a chronological record 
of importers, and animals imported into this 
country from 1822 to the present time; with 
lists of prize animals, and other details of a 
minor character. The appendix consists of 
two papers from the accurate pen of Dr. 
Sturtevant, the one on Milk—its formation 
and peculiarities, and the other on Cream. 
The work is handsomely gotten up, and em- 
bellished with three sun pictures and two 
good engravings of typical and prize win- 
ning animals. While the volume contains 
considerable matter which is only remotely 
connected with the immediate points in the 
subject of most practical importance—yet 
these chapters are of deep interest to the 
general reader, as they convey much useful 
collateral information, and the whole forms 
an exhaustive and very learned treatise on 
the Ayrshire breed of cattle—which it is 
true many will, and others will not accept as 
giving us the dairy cow. For its valuable 
studies on milk and cream, the results of 
original and pains-taking investigations, the 
volume alone is worth more then the price 
asked for it, to all breeders and dairymen.

A Chapter about Bees. 


In the FarMER of March 6th, Mr. Jer- 
rard gives us some very good hints in re- 
gard to the spring care of bees; but in re- 
_ to one or two poiuts in his article, per- 

ps a little more might be said; and if, one 
dissents from his views in some things, I 
presume he will not take offense. 
In regard to giving bees a chance to fly 
occasionally during the winter, I think it is 
not always necessary. I have several 
swarms that were put in winter quarters the 
20th of November, that as yet show no signs 
of disease, but on the contrary seem to be 
in excellent condition. Indeed, I find by 
frequent examination that they have winter- 
ed with less than a tenth part of the loss of 
bees to the hive, that usually accompanies 
out-door wintering. My idea is that the 
quality of their winter stores, and the tem- 
perature in which they are wintered, has 
more to do in inducing ‘‘bee disease” than 
anything else; but when from these causes 
bees become diseased, an occasional fly is 
indispensable to their safety. 1 would like 
to enquire of Mr. Jerrard, if he leaves his 
bees out to be covered by the snow? I in- 
fer that he does. If that is his custom, 
what proportion does he lose? His remarks 
about retaining all the animal heat of the 
bees at this season, by making the hive 
tight, is a good idea, and shows that he un- 
derstands some of the fundamental princi- 
ples of successful bee-keeping. I have tried 
the method of having the hives covered by 
snow, but have discarded the practice aud 
adopted the plan of wintering under cover, 
which so far promises much better results 
I hope Mr. Jerrard will give his views and 
practice further. 

Inquiries Answered. 

Mr. Condon will find ita good plan to 
sow Buckwheat for his bees, not only for 
that, but as a farm crop. We would advise 
to sow rather late, say the first of June, as 
it would then come in blossom at a time 
when other sources of honey have failed, 
and would enable the bees to lay in their 
winter store from the Buckwheat, which 
gives a poor quality of honey for market; 
but is thought by some to be of superior 
quality on which to winter bees. Both Al- 
sike and Dutch or White clover gives ex- 
cellent pasturage for bees, and yields honey 
of the purest quality. By all means raise 
all of these practicable for the early honey 
harvest. Buckwheat, I should always sow 
as late as would be likely to mature its grain 
before the fall frosts. L. F. ABBOTT.

Bee-keepers should remember that when 
the first warm, bright, sunshiny day comes, 
it is ani excellent plan to let the bees out, to 
take an airing&and discharge themselves of 
their foeces. Before the bees are set out, 
spread straw, chaff, or sawdust on the snow 
in front of the hives, for two or three rods, 
also some round about the hives on all sides. 
Bees after they discharge themselves, be- 
come weak, fall on the snow, become chilled 
and many of them perish unless protected 
in some way. -After the bees all return to 
the hive and are quiet, return _to, winter 
quarters. 

It isa gfeat advantage to the bees, to be 
let out during January or February, but 
there has not been a day the past winter 
suitable for them to be out. During the 
warm, balmy, summer-like days of January 
1874, I set my bees out and gave them their 
liberty, and it would have done a lover o 
bees good, to see them rush out into the 
warm gunshiné, completely fillimg~the air, 
enjoying their freedom exceedingly, to all 
appearafices. . 

Our cellar being cold and damp, a neigh- 
bor kindly permitted me to put my bees iu 
his cellar, which was pretty dry, with a 
sandy bottom. The bees are (at this writ- 
ing) in the best condition possible, and will 
be let out on the first suitable day that we 
have.

- In reply to J. 8S. Condon I would suggest 
that where White clover grows spontaneous- 
ly by the road side and in every pasture, it 
would seem unnecessary to sow Buckwheat 
before the middle of June. If sown then it 
would come into bloom about thetime White 
clover fails. Alsike clover is very valuable 
for bees, but Buckwheat may be made to 
fill a space when the clovers fail and before 
the golden-rod harvest comes on. We have 
wintered twenty-four stocks of Italians on 


lost none. They have been completely 
drifted in under the snow for three months. 
Feb 23d, we shoveled them out and gave 
them their first flight for the season. We 
found upon examination that breeding had 
already commenced in some of the strongest 
colonies. We use movable frames and prac- 
tice artificial swarming, we have never 
known an artificial swarm to take wings and 
leave for the woeds, although natural ones 
do sometimes.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Cumberland Farmers’ Club. 


I wish to give you some account of the 
present condition of the Cumberland Farm- 
ers’ Club, and of its legitimate fruits since its 
organization. 

Since the origin of this Club, seven years 
ago, the interest in agriculture and stock- 
raising has been rapidly increasing in this 
section. Previous to thattime, very little 
improvement was being made, and [ think 
there was but one thoroughbred animal in 
town, thata ram, brought home from Ger- 
am | by one of our shipmasters, which was 
wholly unadapted to our climate and entire- 
ly worthless fur stock purposes. At the 
present writing, we have in town three full 
blood bulls of the Jersey, Short Horn and 
Ayrshire breeds, all of which are herd book 
animals. Full blood cows of these breeds 
are not few, while valuable grades are kept 
on uearly every farm. At the cattle show 
and fair holden in October last, the town 
team consisted of thirty pairs of oxen, 
whose average girth was 7 ft. 3 1-2 in. 
There are but few sheep kept, those are 
south Down, and good ones. ‘The horse 
has many friends here, and improvement in 
this stock has not been neglected. Valua- 
ble horses have fast taken the place of 
worthless ones, until nearly every poor 
horse has disappeared, while one or two 
and often more nice family horses are to be 
found in nearly every stable. Three valu- 
able stallions stoud in town last season. 
rhe handsome and well kuown Sherman 
Knox, together with Gladstone, a young 
thoroughbred of great beauty, is kept at the 
stable of their proprietor, Sylvanus Porter, 
Cumberland Centre. Fearnaught Beauty 
stood at the stable of W. W. Harris, Elin- 
brook Farm. Many nice colts are Being 
bred and sold. Mr. Porter recently dispos- 
ed of three colts for fancy prices, to go to 
stock farm in Massachusetts. Josiah. Mor- 
rill has refused $525 for his five-year-old 
trotter Lady: Morgan. W. W. Harris has 
several tine colts after the thoroughbred 
stallion Scythian. It is enough to say that

spring the Club, feeling the need of 


etterand more commodious grounds, left 
their old place and procured land in the 
most beautiful part of the town and con- 
structed what the Club is determined shall 
be the best half-mile track in Maine. It is 
situated on a plateau overlooking the rest of 
the town; and is laid out and built in the 
most approved manner. ‘The soil is a sandy 
loam, holding only enough moisture to ren- 
der the track firm and elastic, so that in four 
hours after a heavy rain, the ground is ready 
for use. ‘The track is almost perfectly level ; 
however, the back is slightly ascending, 
while the home stretch is just enough de- 
scending to change the muscular action of 
the horse, thus producing less fatigue than 
though there was no variation. The 
grounds are enclosed by a new, tight board 
fence. 

The Club will continue to hold its annual 
exhibitions, and strive to maintain the well 
earned reputution which it already enjoys. 
Weekly meetings are holden and are well 
attended. ‘The Club was never in sucha 
lourishing condition before as it is now; <t 
meets on Friday, March 5th, to accept and 
organize under the charter granted by the 
Legislature just adjourned. 

lt would be unjust to claim all this credit 
for the citizens of Cumberland alone, as the 
Club is largely made up of gentlemen of 
neighboring towns, who have used much 
influence and rendered valuable aid in this

Rusty Apples. 


I notice in the FARMER of March 6th, that 
8. N. T. is desirous of knowing the cause 
why the mildew is working so disasterously 
among our apples this winter. He says: 
‘The Greening and Bellflower in particular 
are quite scabby, where these little pits or 
dark spots have been growing upon them, 
since they were ouned in geod condition 
looking very fair.” [have observed that 
some varieties of apples are more subject to 
this fungus or mildew, than others, particu- 
larly the Bellflower, Franklin Sweet , Green- 
ing and some others. I noticed it to be 
more abundant where the trees were too 
near, covering all the ground and more too 
—and not giving enough circulation of air. 
However. I think this mildew is mostly ow- 
ing to the humidity of the atmosphere, while 
the apple is growing the most rapidly. as in 
the last of August and first of September. 
It will be remembered that it was so at those 
periods last year; so much so, that it was 
with difficulty that fruit could be gathered 
for the Pomological Fuir at Portland. The 
air was humid and warm and the sky over- 
cast with clouds; consequently this fungus 
attached to most every kind of fruit and 
vine—rendering it almost impossible to se- 
lect fruit of some varieties—free from it. 
On some fruit it was so very minute, that it 
was not discoverable to the naked eye, when 
stored in the cellar; and it has been grow- 
ing larger and more apparent, as all bruises 
or contusions will, toward spring, and be 
“so badly affected as to nearly ruin them 
for market.” Apples thus affected will per- 
ish much faster in a warm, wet cellar, than 
in a cool, dry one. 

It is possible that these parasitic plants 
may attach te apples in very warm, damp 
cellars; but if perfect when gathered, and 
carefully picked in dry weath r and packed 
in dry, tight barrels, the atmosphere being 
evol and dry when packed, headed and put 
immediately into the cellar from the orchard, 
will be all right when suitable for market in 
spring. Some twenty-five years since, I put 
into my cellar, eight barrels of Roxbury 
Russets, as above described, and they were 
as perfect the tenth of July as when put in- 
to the cellar in autumn, and were sold at 
the depot in Winthrop, without repacking, at 
$5 per barrel; while repacked Kussets had 
been selling. during the months of May and 
June, at $2.25 per barrel. I think refuse 
paper mixed with —_ or in layers, to ab- 
sorb moisture, would be beneficial. I would 
not recommend using the MAINE FARMER 
for the above purpose;—that should be 
carefully filed away far reference. But itis 
easier preaching than to reduce a thing to 
practice.

Spring Care of | Fruit Trees. 


The few late, moderate days, suggest 
thoughts of spring, though we may expect 
considerable snow and bluster before April. 
Walking in my young orchard a few morn- 
ings since. I thought | would take a look at 
the trees to see if there were any signs of 
caterpillar eggs remaining, since a pretty 
thorough examination and cleaning off I 
gave them after haying last year. In less 
than an hour, I gathered a handful of twigs 
bearing each, a nicely varnished nest—some 
of them two—and after taking all I could 
find, I earried my collection to the house, 
and having some curiosity to know how 
many eggs there might be, with a glass I 
carefully counted the eggs in one next of 
average size, and found it to contain 225 

. This number —e by 22, the 
number of nests gives , or say 5000 
eggs, nearly every one of which would have 
produced a healthy caterpillar, with a good 
appetite for greens, about the time the warm 
Planting weather comes. 

There are thousands of ig | orchards 
in Maine, of expensive trees, which ought; 
to receive special care and cultivation: A 
run-out grass field is no place for New York 
nursery but if the land ‘is cultivated 
and kept in good condition for a few years, 
you may lay it down to grass, and let it re- 
main so, provided you mulch and add some 
dressing annually to hove en requisite 
fertility.

Cows or Sheep. 


I noticed in a recent issue of your paper, 
a communication from M. A. R., in reply to 
H. G. Abbott,in regard to “Cows vs. 
Sheep,” who says, ‘figures won't lie.” | 
say they can be made to lie; and he makes 
them to, when he says six sheep at four Ibs. 
of wool per head, at 50 cents per pound, 
make $12.20. Hetakes very good cows Il 
think, when he figures fifty dollars income 
per head; and sheep not as good as mine 
when he figures six dollars for sheep. My 
figures are six lbs. of wool, and five dollars 
per head for lambs. I think it depends 
wholly on a man’s situation, which pays 
the best. If aman has plenty of help in- 
doors and out, then cows are well enough; 
but if he has not, at the present price of la- 
bor, I think sheep far the best, for it is im- 
possible to get good help in the house in 
this section; and every farmer knows it 
is a heap of labor to tend cows, and have 
the daily care of the milk.

Spring Care of Breeding Cows. 


As the calving season is near at hand, I 
suggest to parties interested, the necessity 
for watching closely the condition of their 
cows, preceding and following the event. 
Let their drink moderately warm, if the 
weather is cold; and shorts, boiled pota- 
toes and carrots occasionally fed to p mee 
After the calves are dropped, observe care- 
fully their condition, not only as to the reg- 
ularity of the bowels, but also in regard to 
strength, appetite and spirits. In case of a 
Jirst calf, haye.it suck all the milk it will for 
six weeks at t, whether it is to be killed 
or raised; and twice that time if possible, to 
enable the mother to become a liberal and 
uniform milker. Bossy alone, can properly 
develope at this stage, those organs as na- 
ture designed. Cows of whatever age and 
family, do better in all respects by sucking 
their calves for several weeks, if not months.

The Amended Postal Laws. . 

There is great dissatisfaction throughout 
the country at the postal legislation of the 
late session, which doubled the rate of post- 
age on transient newspapers, books and all 
mail matters of this class. It is said to have 
been a blunder, and we are inclined to think 
it was, but itis an inexcusable one. The 
Express companies have had a powerful 
lobby at Washington all winter, who have 
labored to have the postage on merchandise 
passing through the mails, doubled, because 
the operation of the law which admitted 
packages of goods into the mails, of four 
pounds weight and under, diminished by so 
much, the profits of the Express business. 

Influenced by this outside pressure of in- 
terested parties, Congress intended to pass 
a bill which would affect the postage only 
on packages of merchandise, but by a stupid 
blunder in drafting the bill, it was so word- 
ed as to include all mail matter belonging 
to the third class, and where one cent was 
required to send a newspaper weighing two 
ounces, two weeks ago, two cents are now 
required. 

It is hardly to be expected that tn the hur- 
ry and excitement incident to the closing of 
a Congress, that we shall escape all hasty 
and blundering legislation, but this is cer- 
tainly one of the most inexcusable mistakes' 
ever perpetrated by any Congress. Mr. 
Hamlin had charge of the bill in the Sen- 
ate, and Mr. Garfield in the House, and it 
was their especial duty to see that it ex- 
pressed in its prowisions only the intent and 
meaniug of Congress, and because this was 
their especial duty, the wording of the 
measure was probably not so closely scru- 
tinized by other members as it would have 
been if it had had no sponsors. We think 
the Postmaster General would have been 
justified in placing such a construction upon 
the amendment as would have carried out 
the intention of Congress and nothing more, 
but he has seen fit to interpret it according 
to the ordinary construction of language, 
and we must stand it, at least until the next 
assembling of Congress. 

The suddenness with which the law was 
passed and enforced, must have given rise 
to a greatamount of annoyance. No circu- 
lar was issued from the Department to in- 
form the people of the change in the law, 
and the first intimation received by senders 
that such a law was in force, was a notice 
that their mail matter was held for insuffi- 
cient postage. Of course,in the various 
post effices of the country, a vast amount 
of mail matter, especially of the merchan- 
dise class, must have accumulated, where it 
would be almost impossible to find out and 
notify the sender, of the insufficient prepay- 
ment of postage, and in such cases it will 
take a longtime to rectify the mistake. The 
annoyance which this law entails upon a 
class of business: men, is illustrated by a 
case in this city: Apublisher had 
arranged to send out one hundred and sixty 
thousand numbers of his paper in separate 
wrappers and had purchased his stamps at 
a cost of sixteen hundred dollars. There 
was a delay of a few days in getting ready 
so large a mail, and in the meantime this 
law was suddenly put in force and the 
amount of stamps must be doubled. 

The resuscitation of the franking privi- 
lege was no blunder, but it is anything but 
satisfactory. Already the mails begin to be 
encumbered with documents which are val- 
uable only as paper stock, and most of them 
will sooner or later find their way into the 
paper mills. There is one peculiar feature 
about this law, and that is that the right to 
frank these documents is confined to mem- 
bers of the forty-third Congress, many of 
whoin have ceased to be members and re- 
tired to private life. Members of the forty- 
fourth Congress who were not members of 
the forty-third, do not have this right. Thus 
the franking privilege is extended to mem- 
bers of a defunct Congress, to continue for 
nine months after the Congress has given 
up the ghost. In the passage of this law, 
no party lines were drawn, but it was sup- 
ported by members of both parties, and the 
yeas and nays, though called for, were re- 
fused. 

It may be proper for us to state, that the 
only feature of the new postage law to 
which we especially object, is the one which 
requires the postage to be doubled om print- 
ed matter. A general diffusion of knowl- 
edge is so all important, that no burdensome 
and unnecessary tax should be laid upon 
the means by which it is disseminated. It 
is not the same with mere merchandise and 
if this is carried through the mails, it should 
not be carried at a loss to the Government. 
We have no doubt that this obnoxious 
amendment will be modified early in the 
next session, and in the meantime we must 
submit as patiently as we can.

b@™ By the new tax and tariff bill which 
has just gone into effect, the tax on distilled 
spirits has been increased from seventy to 
ninety cents per gallon. The original bill 
of the committee had proposed to make it 
one dollar a gallon. The tax on tobacco 
is raised from twenty to twenty-four cents 
apound. The rest of the second section 
relates to cigars, cigarettes, etc. The tariff 
on molasses and sugar is increased by add- 
ing twenty-five per cent. of the present 
rates for each grade, in the collection of du- 
ties; but there is no increase of the duties 
on tea and coffee. The ten per cent. abate- 
ment on certain dutiable articles is repealed. 
The sixth section of the bill relates to bolt- 
ing cloths and to stamps in the receipt books 
of savings banks, removing the taxation in 
both cases.

FINANCE.

Owing to the depression and general stag- 
nation in business caused by the panic which 
occurred some eighteen months ago, the ef- 
fects of which are now being felt in nearly 
all the interior towns in New England, by a 
depreciation in the value of manufactured 
materials, a lessened demand for labor, and 
reduced prices for farm products, it is plain- 
ly our duty to curtail our expenses in every 
possible manner consistent with public in- 
terest, and enforce in every department the 
most rigid economy. 

By the report of the Auditor the liabilities 
of the city, March 1, are as follows: 
Temporary Loans, 

Due on 5 per cent. Bonds of July 1, 1868,

City Improvement Bonds due 1887, 
Total City debt, 
$3000 of the 1863 bonds fall due in July. 
The interest and principal of this debt 
must be paid, and the only way to reduce 
the item of interest is to commence by pay- 
ing up the city debt. Cities like individuals, 
should be careful in incurring debts, and 
prompt to meet their obligations when they 
fall due. Thereis due on the State Tax of 
1874, 16,422.73, and the uncollected city taxes 
amount to 20,557.38 which will be more than 
sufficient to meet this claim. The Auditor’s 
report will furnish you the detailed informa- 
tion in regard to our finances. 


POLICE. 


By the report of City Marshal Farrington 
it appears thatthe number of arrests for the 
year ending March 12th, 1875, have been 266, 
which were disposed of as follows:

County, New York, near a sharp bend of 
the Delaware, stands the town of Port Jer- 
vis with a population of about eight thou- 
sand. The site is on the northern side of a 
triangular shaped valley, upon a gravelly 
plain. The Delaware here is a quiet river 
in summer, but when the snows from the 
mountains of several counties melt in the 


.50| spring, the river turns to a raging flood, 


whose caprices make lasting material for 
local tradition. The ice during the past 
winter has been unusually thick, and no 
movement of the river was looked for dur- 
ing the month of March, But on the 27th 
day of February, the day that the Bishop 
at Albany prayed for rain and it came, the 
ice started about forty miles above the town 
and coming down to the sharp bend near 
Port Jervis, it was stopped by a spur of the 
mountain and piled up there to the estimat- 
ed amount of 600,000,000 tons. The river 
thus stopped in its course, fretted for a while 
then found a way beneath by scooping out 
a tunnel for itself under the gorge, and so 
P on to the sea. But snows have since 
fallen and the growling of the imprisoned 
stream, warns the inhabitants of the little 
town of danger ahead. Ifa prolonged rain 
should come on, or a succession of bright 
warm days, it is believed that no power on 
earth can save the major part of the town 
from destruction. The gorge is four miles 
long and twenty feet in average depth and 
when the swollen -stream comes leaping 
down the mountain, the ice must be carried 
out and a part of the town with it. Antici- 
pating such a catastrophe, many of the af- 
frighted people are moving away hourly ex- 
pecting the devouring flood will be upon 
the devoted town. Efforts have been made 
to blow up the ice by the use of nitro-gly- 
cerine and naptha, but with only partial 
success.

CHURCH AND STATE IN ENGLAND. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury has a yearly sal- 
ary amounting to $60,000. The Bishops of 
York and London receive $50,000 each, and 
$40,000 are paid to the Bishop of Durham, 
and the unique sum of $25,000 each to the re- 
maining twenty-three bishops. In addition 
to these noble allowances, there ere gratui- 
ties of palatial mansions, or rent-free estates, 
accorded to each of these eminent clerical 
officials.

748 
were between the ages of 20 and 30; 2006 
were between the ages of 30 and 50, and 
1572 or nearly one third, were between 50 
and 70. Of that whole number there were 
178 deaths, or less than 4 per cent, while the 
new admissions were 1424 or about 30 per 
cent, showing the very great increase of ad- 
mission over the depletion of the home by 
death during that year.

Our Story Teller. 
Foster, the Indian Hunter.

The Mohawks were a fierce, boodth 
tribe of Indians; not slow in their acknow!l- 
edgement of a favor, but lifelong in the re- 
membrance of an injury. Once aroused, 
their anger could only be appeased with 
blood. Shrewd as well as savage, and ex- 
pert in the use of weapons of warfare, their 
presence always proved an inspiration of ter- 
ror. Enjoying from time immemorial the 
uncontested snaenay 
valley of the Mohawk and the hills and 
woods of Herkimer, when finally the white 
man began to show his face among them all 
the fiendish qualities in their nature were 
excited ; and upon the slightest provocation, 
as also quite freqently in the absence of any 

rovocation whatever, the tomahawk was 

uried in the brains of their hated rivals. 
The ‘hunting-grounds” of Herkimer be- 
longed to them, so they conceived; and the 
‘“‘pale-face” must ‘“‘hands off” or make an 
unceremonious pilgrimage to that country 
where Indiahs ‘cease from troubling, and 
the.weary are at rest.” It would not do to 
set up the plea that they were not themselves 
sometimes dispatched upon a journey to the 
“happy hunting-grounds,” for which they 
had made no especial preparation, and for 
which they had no clearly-detined desire. 
Appleton’s ‘New American Cyclopedia” 
says of those Mohawks: 

**During the French and Indian war they 
supported Sir Willian Johnson, followin 
him in his most perilous expeditions, an 
aiding him in the contests of Lake George 
and Niagara. After his death, they trans- 
ferred their attachment to his family, and 
were forced to flee from their ancestral home 
to Canada. A few of them now reside with 
their brethren, the Senecas, ‘Tuscororas, and 
Oneidas; but the greater portion of them 
occupy lands appropriatied for their use by 
the British government, at Brantferd, on 
the grand river of Canada west. To this 
place they followed their leader, Thayenda- 
nega (Joseph Brant), at the close of the rev- 
olution.” 

These facts are sufficiently accurate to 
pass for history. They do not, however, 
embrace the whole truth. While the major 
portion of the Mohawks followed Brant to 
@anada, yet there were many remnants of 
the tribe still scattered through the wilds of 
northern Herkimer, unwilling to quit the 
ancestral lurking-places and game-abound- 
ing forests familiarly known to all New 
Yorkers as the ‘John Brown tract.” The 
writer remembers having met many of these 
8a in the town of Salisbury, at differ- 
ent times, even so late as 1833 and °34. The 
would frequently call at his father’s resi- 
dence, and net ask for, but demand such ar- 
ticles of food, clothing, and ornament as 
they might chance to see, or have reason to 
suppose were among the family possessions.

ey consuinmate beggars, after this style, 
but they were also most accomplished 
thieves, and had a#peculiar penchant for fat 
lambs and calves, which they would *gob- 
ble up” ad libitum. Ramor too, would 
sometimes allege that they were in the habit 
of “confiscating ttle children when they 
desired to enjoy a specially palatable meal. 
However this may be, it is certainly true 
that children did sometimes mysteriously 
disappear, and were not recovered by their 
parents until months and even years had 
elapsed, and in some instances were not re- 
covered at all. Wild beasts, as panthers, 
bears, and wolves, were numerous in those 
days; and it is probable that many of their 
depredations were placed to the credit of the 
Mohawks. °

calities in Maine, Its history embraces no 
inconsiderable portion of the history of an- 
cient Acadia. 
The Author has divided his work into 
three parts. Part I, embraces the period 
e aboriginal occupation of the terri- 
tory to the War for Independence. Part II, 
covers the period from the incorporation of 
the town of Penobscot, to the close of the 
War of the Rebellion. Part III. consists 
mostly of ancient documents which have a 
special reference to the history of the local- 
ity, and which have never been published 
before. 
The ancient Pentagost which embraced 
the territory of these three towns, composed 
apart of the land of the Etchemens, and 
was occupied before the advent of Euro- 
peans, by the numerous and powerful tribe 
of Tarratines, as the Penobscot Indians were 
then called, Noteworthy among the an- 
cient chiefs was Madockawando, who was 
the father-in-law of the Baron de Castine. 
The eastern section of Maine was one of 
the first portions of this Continent explored 
by the early voyagers. Penobscot Bay and 
River are delineated upon the early maps 
and charts. It was called Penobscot on ac- 
count of its rocky shores, penops in the In- 
dian “dialect, meaning rocky, and auke, a 
lace. 
Champlain is supposed to have been the 
first European who landed upon_ these 
shores, ‘This wasin1604. In 1605 the river 
and harbor were again explored by James 
Rozier, the companion of Weymouth. In 
1613 a project was formed in France of get- 
ting possession of Pentagoet, and with this 
view, a colony with missionaries was sent 
out, which is supposed to have settled at Mt. 
Desert. In 1614, John Smith sailed along 
the coast, and refers to French traders be- 
ing in the vicinity of Pentagoet, 
n 1626 the first permanent settlement of 
consequence, was made by Isaac Allenton, 
under the direction of the —— Colony 
of Massachusetts, who established a trading 
port for barter with the natives. In 1632 the 
post was pillaged by the French. In 1635 
the French attacked the trading house and 
drove off the occupants. The Plymouth 
Colony sent Miles Standish with a small 
force to attack the place, but he did not force 
a surrender, although it was occupied by 
only eighteen men. From this time to 1654. 
the French held undisturbed possession of 
the place. In 1654, Pentagoet was taken by 
the English under orders from Cromwell; 
but the French settlers continued to remain 
there. As a result of the war between Eng- 
land and France, the Province of Nova 
Scotia was surrendered to the French in 
1667. In the following year another article 
was added to the treaty, ceding the whole of 
Acadia to the French, specifying ‘*Penta- 
goct” be name. 
Baron de Castine came from Quebec to 
Pentagoet in 1667. He was born in France 
and is represented as a man of great abili- 
ties, daring and of fascinating address and 
manners. He wasa devout Catholic, though 
liberal and kindly in his feelings. He mar- 
ried the daughter of the chief of the Tarra- 
tines, and was very popular with this pow- 
erful tribe. He built a fort and chapel, the 
remains of which are still pointed out. In 
1693 the Baron and his family gave in their 
adhesion to the English, and in 1701 he went 
to France and probably never returned to 
this couutry. 
In 1704, Benj. Church the noted Indian 
fighter visited the eastern coast and captured 
several French and Indians, among whom 
were the Baron Castine’s daughter and her 
children. From this time up to the time of 
the Revolution, Bagaduce as it was* then 
called, remained in a comparative peace. 
During this period of seventy years, there 
is a great gap in the history of this place. 
The only things to be found relating to it, 
are of a great earthquake which happened 
onthe 18th of November, 1755, and of the 
visits of Capt. Cox and Gov. Pownal, the 
latter in 1759. 
In 1779, Castine was captured by the Eng- 
lish fleet and was held until the close of the 
war in 1783. The place was strongly forti- 
tied and Fort George, an extensive earth 
work thrown up by the English, is yet in a 
good state of preservation. 

During the war of 1812, Castine was again 
captured, and fur a time occupied by British 
troops. ‘The town was bitterly opposed to 
the war and to the embargo placed upon 
American shipping. One of the resolutions 
passed by the town was as follows: ‘We 
consider the sea our farm, and the ships our 
storehouses, and that our rights therein 
ought not to be diminished or destroyed.” 
The following anecdote is told of a citi- 
zen of Castine, by the name of Hateevil 
Corson. One day during the occupation ot 


quarters of the General Commanding, and 
asked for permission to see General Gosse- 
lin. On being shown into that officer's 
presence, the following conversation took 
place: 

Corson. Are you General Gosselin? 

The General. Yes I am. 

Corson. D——n the goose that hatched 
you then. His business thus concluded, he 
left the irate presence at once. 

About the year 1780-1, an attempt was 
made by the British Government to colonize 
the coyntry between the Penobscot and St. 
Croix, under the name of New Ireland. 
Thomas Oliver of Cambridge Mass., was 
proposed as the first Chief Magistrate. ‘The 
plan was abandoned in consequence of the 
doubts of the Attorney General of England, 
as to the right to their soil. 

In 1784, a notification was issued warning 
all persons at or near Majorbagaduce, who 
had been inimical to the American cause, to 
depart within a time specitied under ce: tain 
severe pains and penalties. 

Penobscot was incorporated in 1787, and 
Castine was set off and incorporated ih 1786. 
Brooksville was incorporated in 1817. 

The first town meeting in Penobscot, was 
held at the house of Colonel Johannot, on 
Wednesday, Apr. 18,1787. Joseph Hibbert 
was chosen moderator, John Lee, clerk. 
Joseph Perkins, Jeremiah Wardwell, Oliver 
Parker, Joseph Hibbert and Joseph Young, 
selectmen, and John Perkins treasurer. 

The tirst meeting of the town of Castine 
was held on the 4th of March, 1796. Oliver 
Parker was chosen moderator, Thomas 
Phillips clerk, Joseph Perkins, Capt. Joseph 
Young and David Wilson, selectmen, and 
John Lee treasurer. 

Job Nelson was the first representative 
from Castine to the General Court, and was 
elected in 1801. He was succeeded by Dr. 
Oliver Mann. 

In 1819, Castine made its first stand against 
intemperance by refusing to license the sale 
of intoxicating liquors. 

The first paper published in Eastern 
Maine was the Castine Gazette, established 
by Daniel 8. Waters in 1798. 

The first Congregationalist church in Pen- 
obscot, was organized in 1795, and Rev.

year, the church was in that town. 

The first Methodist sermon in Castine Vil- 
lage, was preached by Rev. Joshua ‘l'aylor 
in 1800. Tradition says that he was not well 
received, but was rode on a rail across the 
line into Penobscot. A Methodist church 
was organized in 1834. 

The first Baptist Society of Brooksville 
was organized while that town was a part of 
Castine. It was formed in 1813. 

In 1810, Capt, Stephen Grindle of Penob- 
scot, and his son, were hauling wood from a 
rocky hill to the shore, when they found a 
French crown. A snow came on so they 
could not search for more until spring. On 
searching further, they found another simi- 
lar coin on the top of a rock, and by the side 
of the rock quite a large quantity of gold 
and silver coin were unearthed. These 
pieces, most of which were small, numbered 
nearly or quite two thousand. Several of 
these coins were pine-tree shillings, and six- 
pences of Massachusetts, all bearing date 
of 1652. It is generally supposed that they
